It is likely that patrol forays

But it is 
doubtful if the Eighth Army will 
press onward very far or very 
fast.

Jolson Story." 
In voluntarily admitting to party 


membership a decade ago, Parks 
.said he considered there was a 
great difference in being a party 
member in 1941 and being one 
in 1951. 


"I think that being a member 


of the Communist party 10 years 
ago fulfilled certain needs of a 
man who was a liberal," he told 
the committee.

vote and act like Republicans. 


There are variations, too, 


said, among Communists. 


He said it was sympathy for the

It takes 
the decisions of management in 
meeting the pressure of outside 
forces (for example the Korean 
situation) to keep the balance on 
the profit side. 


Decisions Important 


These decisions of management, 


according to Mock, are necessary 
.0 keep businesses strong. Each 
decision may affect either labor, 
money or markets, or all three 
combined. 


He said it is time that business- 


men reevaluate and relearn the 
fundamentals of business—just as 
a basketball team needs to relearn 
'undamentals when ti drills. 


In Devaluating business, atten- 


tion must be paid to labor and 
labor relations. Special emphasis 
must be placed on the selling end 
of marketing. 


Mock quoted a study made for

Society stands indicted for 
permitting this child to grow 
up in inhuman conditions that 
permitted these c r i m e s," 
Chandler said. 


Cook, 23, said in a statement 


after his arrest Jan. 14 that h«- 
kidnapped the Mosser family in 
Oklahoma county Dec. 30 and held 
them at gun point three days be- 
fore he shot them to death. 


Their bodies were found in an 


abandoned mine shaft near Cook's 
old home In Joplin, Mo., the day 
after his arrest. 


Turns Down Appeal 


"These crimes might not havt 


been committed if he (Cook) re- 
ceived civilized care and training," 
Chandler added.

answered all these 32 questions in

—it would have taken very little 
more evidence to put him in the 
penitentiary."

on sale of pre-colored margarine have cleared their first hurdle in 
the Illinois legislature.

Gulf Between West Germans, 
Allies Widens; Aids Russians 


BONN, Germany—Some 
allied 


Officials fear that a gulf is widen- 
ing between Germany and the 
West which is strengthening the 
bands of Soviet Russia. 


Fttrty-seven mllion West Ger- 


mans in the center of Europe are 
becoming increasingly restive un- 
der Allied 
occupation controls, 


these officials say. 


Behind-the-scenes bickering and 


distrust between Allied 
officials 


and German leaders is reported 
mounting. In Bonn, the capital, a 
drumfire of criticism against the 
Allies is heard. 


Allied 
officials 
say Western 


Europe's growing confidence in its 
ability to defend itself against the 
Communist threat is not matched 
in Germany. 


Demand End of Occupation 
They concede that West Ger- 


man leaders sincerely hope to 
align the nation with the West, 
including an 
eventual German 


armed contribution to the Atlantic 
army. 
But German lenders tell 


allied chiefs in private that they 
cannot pass rearmament legisla- 
tion until the last shackles of oc- 
cupation are scrapped. 
They are 


prodding the Allies to place Allied- 
German relations on a basis of 
equality now. 


They claim thousands of Ger- 


mans 
write: "Why 
should we 


fight for the Allied high commis- 
sion? 
Give us freedom and then 


we'll fight the Russians if they 
come." 
Propose Talks 


The Germans have proposed a 


convention guaranteeing the rights 
of Allied troops in Germany.

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Circumstances May Force Iran to 


Sell Oil to Western Nations 


It would be idle to pretend that Iran's action in taking 


over the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. is not a setback for the West. 
But its effect is not likely to be as immediate as some states- 
men fear. 


Under British management a high percentage of the oil 


produced was shipped out to Europe and the United States. 
This country got about 40 per cent of total output. Some 
was allotted to Iran for its own use. 


With the fields and refineries nationalized, the Iranian 


government may wish to set aside a larger share of produc- 
tion for use within the country. But it cannot possibly utilize 
the full output of Anglo-Iranian. 


The government unquestionably will want to dispose of 


the big surplus beyond its own needs. It will be greatly 
interested in the revenue to-be gained. But who is to buy 
and how is the oil to be transported to market? 
• 


Iran has no tanker fleet of its own and thus cannot carry 


the oil to European and other overseas markets. Without 
a substantial foreign loan, it could not acquire such a fleet 
even in a few years' time. 


The thought occurring naturally to most of us is: Why 


can't she sell to Russia? Everybody knows Russia would 
welcome more oil, would love nothing better than to domi- 
nate the whole oil-rich Middle East. 


Undoubtedly Iran can sell some oil to the Soviet Union. 


But again, the limit is transport. Iran has>few railroad tank 
cars. And no pipeline runs from Anglo-Iranian's refineries 
northward to Russia's borders. Engineers are emphatic in 
saying none could be built in less than two or three years. 
The U. S., with steel plentiful, required three years to build 
a 1000-mile line across the flat Arabian desert.

» 


These are hard facts from which there is no escape. No 


matter what may be the wishes of Iran's government, it must 
face them. 


Consequently, for the immediate future the prospects 


are good that the oil will continue to go to present customers. 


Britain and the U. S. have the tanker fleet to take it 


from Iran's shores, and it goes without saying that they still 
want the oil. 
^ 


Britain is, of course, gravely upset at Iran's expropria- 


tion of the oil properties and is protesting the action as il- 
legal Yet it is hard to see what she can do about it. In the 
end, some practical settlement which accepts the fact of 
Iranian control would seem to be indicated. 
w 


If that arrangement is sensible enough, it may yet be 


possible to keep the bulk of this oil out of Russian hands 
indefinitely. If it is not, then Iran's seizure of the British 
properties may have to be viewed as the point where the 
West's fortunes hi the Middle East took a serious downturn. 


Good Gimmick While It Lasts 


Fashions change among those who sit in the witness 


chair' before congressional committees. 


For a good while now, reluctant witnesses have been 


retreating behind then- "constitutional rights" in refusing to 
answer embarrassing or possibly incriminating queries. That 
device has been effective enough to deprive many a commit- 
tee of valuable information it needed to further its inquiry. 


But Frank Costello. the New York gambler, may have 


felt this stunt was wearing a little thin. Let others holler 
about the Constitution. Costello had a better idea. He 
wouldn't holler at all. In fact, he'd tell the committee he just 
wasn't able to talk. 


So laryngitis seems to be the latest bulwark against the 


prying investigator. There's only one trouble. Doctors don't 
agree on how big a handicap it is. And unlike the Constitu- 
tion, it won't last indefinitely.

Jacoby on Canasta 
'Local' Rules in Samba

Many players in various parts 


of the 
country like 
to 
play 


"local" rules in Canasta. They will 
find some of their ideas in the 
new, 
exciting game of Samba 


(three-pack Canasta). 


The law most players like to 


tinker with has to do with taking 
the discard pile. My friend and 
favorite partner, John R. Craw- 
ford, describes how 
that 
law 


works in Samba. 


Taking the Pack in Samba: In 


Samba you may never take the 
discard pile with one matching 
card and a wild card. You always 
need a pair of matching natural 
cards except when 


(al the deck is not frozen; and 
(b) the top card of the discard 


pile matches one of the minor 
melds Hess than canasta) that 
your side has melded at a previous 
turn; or the top card of the dis- 
card pile fits immediately to either 
end of a sequence (three to six 
cards) that your side has melded 
at a previous turn. 


For example, suppose the top 


card of the discard pile is the 
eight of spades and that it is your 
turn to play. You can take the 
pile : 


(a) at any time if you have a 


pair of eights in your hand. 


(b) to add to any meld of 


eights (three to six cards) already 
down on the table. 


(c) to add directly to cither 


end of a sequence that was down 
on the table before your turn be- 


gan—provided that the sequence 
is three to six cards in length (not 
a completed samba) and also that 
the deck is not frozen. Thus, you 
would add the eight to Spades 
A-K-Q-J-10-9 or Spades Q-J-10-9 
or to Spades 7-9-5, etc. 


However, you could not take 


that eight with: 


(a) one matching eight and a 


wild card. 


(b) a 
completed 
canasta of 


eights (unless you also had a 
brand new pair of eights in your 
hand). 


(c) a completed sequence ca- 


nasta. 


(d) a sequence meld that was 


not down on the table before your 
turn began. 


(e) a previously 
melded 
se- 


quence that skips before the eight 
fits on. Thus, you could not take 
the eight with Spade Q-J-10 on 
the table even if you also had the 
Spade 9 in your hand. 


Let me repeat, to avoid confu- 


sion, that these rules do not apply 
to regular Canasta. In ordinary 
Canasta you're allowed to take the 
pack with a matching card and a 
wild card (after your side has 
melded). Moreover, you're 
al- 


lowed to take the pile if the top 
card matches your closed canasta.

nor will it ever. Under the pat- 
ronage of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
and the management of Lewis in 
collaboration 
with 
Communist 


conspirators 
against the integ- 


rity of the United States, the 
C. I. O. waged a campaign of 
riotous insurrections which ter- 
rorized 
several eastern states, 


set at naught their constitutional

The Doctor Answers 


More Research Needed to 
Solve Blindness Problem 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. »LD. 


The appalling problem of blind- 


ness cannot be 
discussed 
too 


often, because much of it can be 
prevented. To do so requires some 
knowledge on the part of people 
generally as well as by the medical 
profession. Imagine all the people 
in a city the size of Miami, Omaha, 
or Providence being blind and one 
gets an idea of how many are in- 
volved. It has been estimated that 
260,000 persons in the U. S. are 
blind. But this is only part of the 
story since each year about 22.000 
more lose so much vision that they 
are able to see but little. 


Much of this loss of ability to 


see could be prevented and some 
progress in this direction has been 
made, but we are still devoting too 
little money and time to the nec- 
essary measures. 
For care and 


services to the blind about $125,- 
000.000 a year is being spent; for 
research in blindness diseases less 
than $1,000,000 and about half as 
much for preventative services. 


Compare this with the nearly 


two billion dollars spent each year 
in the U. S. for candy and chew- 
ing gum or over eight billion for 
alcoholic beverages. We must cer- 
tainly increase our efforts on the 
eyes. 


What are the causes of blindness 


and what can be done about them ? 
About one-fifth are the result of 
various kinds of infection. This is 
on the decrease, thanks in large 
part to the drops which by law go 
into the eyes of newborn babies. 
It is not unreasonable to look to 
tthe time when infections can be 
entirely eliminated as a cause. 


Injury is another source of 


blindness. Loss of vision in one 


eye from injury is much more 
common than in both. This can 
also be improved by avoiding 
dangerous practices such as the 
use of air rifles or fireworks and 
by the establishment of safety de- 
vices in industry. 
ETE DISEASES 


Two important eye diseases, £, 


glaucoma 
and 
cataracts, 
are 


responsible for more than one- 
quarter of all cases. Much can be 
done for these, especially if treated 
promptly. 
They have been dis- 


cussed in this column on other oc- 
casions. But the methods of pre- 
venting some cases of blindness 
are unknown—hence the need for 
more research and the money to 
support it. 


This column cannot be closed ^ 


without paying tribute to a fine 
voluntary organization, the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness, which has already 
done so much. May their great 
work continue.

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Now Comes the '70' Test to 
Defer High School Students 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON. (AP)—There's 


still nothing' definite about the 
plan proposed by Selective Service 
to give high school 
graduates 


draft-deferment for college if they 
can make 70 in a special test. 


This plan was disclosed last 


week. Since then Selective Service 
has said nothing about it. Nor has

it offered even an explanation of 
what is mean by "70" in a test 
This is an attempt to give an ex- 
planation, obtained from a com- 
pletely reliable source other than 
Selective Service. 


It's generally agreed that some 


youths should be deferred from the 
draft so they can complete their 
education in college and beyond 
because of this country's continu- 
ing need for a supply of college- 
trained men. 


Consider Changes 


At present, under the draft law, 


only men 19 through 25 are draft- 
able and many of those in school 
have had their induction postponed 
because they're in school. 


But congress at this moment is 


considering changes in the law, 
perhaps to permit drafting of 
youths as young as 18 or 18% 
years. Final congressional decision 
on this hasn't been reached. 


Under the law the president can 


lay down rules—it's called issuing 


a directive—about deferment of 
youths, such as those in school. 


Seek System 


For many months many educa- 


tors have been working with Maj. 
Gen. Lewis B. Hershey and his 
Selective Service people to find 
some fair system for deferring 
men who want to go to college or 
are in. 


Brain and willingness to work 


in school are the two main fac- 
tors. So Hershey proposed that 
high school graduates be deferred 
for college if they can make 70 or 
more in a special test. 


(Once they were in college, their 


continued deferment under this 
proposal would depend on their 
standing in their class.) 


To Decide Thursday 


Hershey sent his recommenda- 


tion to Charles E. Wilson, boss of 
mobilization, and Arthur Flem- 
ming, who serves under Wilson 
and is chairman of Wilson's spe- 
cial board of manpower policy.
